This was. what the U. N. group

(PENNY SAVED: 


‘Diminished 


Inflation has had its effect on U. S. 
citizens not only in their. day-to-day 
living but also with regard to the 
‘personal savings that they managed 
to sock ‘away in the bank. 

From 1939 .to 1947 Americans had 
-accumulated total savings of 162.1 
billion dollars, assuming that the 
dollars saved each year were kept 
intact. But. because of inflationary 


price increases the aggregate sav- 
ings in 1947 actually would have 
been worth only 123.5 billion dollars 
in terms of purchasing power. 

Chart (above) shows difference 
between the levels of savings at the 
bank and at the retail store. In the 
final analysis, the 1947 dollar bought 
approximately 40 per cent Jess than 
the 1939 dollar.

American school children, con- 
cluded the U.S. office of education, 
are not fully aware of the fallacies 
of communism and fascism, nor do 
they understand democracy as well

So the office has undertaken a 
long-range education program, 
scheduled to get into full swing by 
next fal, to bring the nation’s 32 
million school kids up to date on 
their political and moral philoso- 
phies. ; 

Said Dr.. John W. Studebaker, 
U. S. commissioner of education: 

“For a long time in teaching his- 
tory we have explained the. nature 
of ancient despotism. Now: we ought 
to have a clear and accurate exam- 
ination of the nature and tactics of 
modern dictatorship and despot- 
ism.” 

It. is important, he declared, to 
give youth of the nation a true in- 
sight into how the so-called “pleas- 
ant utopias’ of communism: and 
fascism really operate. 

“Through the program we want to 
explain what they’ have done to 
farmers, business and opinion-mak- 
ing media.. ... what the iron curtain 
really is... and how dark it is be- 
behind that iron curtain.” 

“Once the. student recognizes the 
benefits. of American democracy, 
we think he can make an intelligent 
‘choice whether he wants to move to 
the right, to the left or down the 
middle.”

All Levels 


The myth of a third world war has 
received still another sanction. 

Plans are afoot, Defense Secre- 
tary James Forrestal told the na- 
tion, to meet the threat of atom 
bombs, guided missiles and bacte- 
rial war with a national] civil de- 
fense organization. 

Forrestal was acting on the rec- 
ommendations of an army board re- 
port that warned of the danger of 
attack on the U.S... 

“In the event of another war,” 
the board found, ‘‘widespread- de- 
struction can be. anticipated in 
industrial areas and centers of popu- 


ganized into small groups under 
leaders and trained in fire-fighting, 
rescue and first aid.” 

To cope with the horrific possibili- 
ties of an atomic attack a. civil de- 
fense organization will be set up to 
reach into every level and fiber of 
American life. 


In the plan offered by the army 


Gen. Harold R. Bull, 
ommendations that: 


1. Self-defense be taught to 
every U. S. citizen. 


2. Mutual aid be fostered 
among citizens, groups, cities, 
counties and states. 


3. Organized mobile reserve 
units of fire fighters, atom bomb 
damage control, first aid and. 
bacterial warfare control be set 
up. : 


Administering the coup de grace 
to whatever feelings of security the 
American people might have had 
left, the report warned that any: fu- 
ture enemy would attempt to crip- 
ple the U. S. industria! effort with 
surprise attacks by air and ‘‘de- 
stroy the will and ability of the peo- 
ple to resist.” 

And, of course, ‘‘The enemy may 
use weapons of mass destruction if 
he considers it to his advantage.” 
These were the possibilities that the 
American people might have to face 
up to on some future day. 


TOO WEAK: 
Tke’s Good-by 


True to the tradition of his calling, | 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower sang no 
lullaby of love and peace as ne tl 
bowed out of his position of army 
chief of staff. 

‘Instead, he sounded an alarm. 
America is not adequately prepared 
to defend itself now, when there is 
‘no real assurance of peace.” 


He did not name Russia as a po- 
tential aggressor, but le- said that 
if a ‘despotic colossus” is allowed 
|to gain control of western Europe 
and the Mediterranean, “Wars y 
would be close tous,’ 


The U.S. army, with roughly 10 
infantry divisions dispersed all over 
the world for occupation duty,:is too 
‘weak. to do much fighting, he said. 

“Our present security measures 
‘are inadequate and unless remedial 
steps are taken, the army may, in 
crisis, prove too. weak for its defense 
mission. It is not ready: to respond
